Washington, D. C., December 9.—({Spe- 
cial,)—Colone! Livingston is going to have 
a hard time getting any public building 
legislation at this session of congress. 
The deficit facing the government has 
made the republican leaders very chary 
of appropriating any money save for the 
regular running expenses of the govern- 
ment, and they have expressed determi- 
mation to prevent, if possible; any public 
buildings legislation. The house com- 
mittee on public buildings at its meeting 
today decided it would frame an omnibus 
Dill, but Chairman Gillett says this will 
be confined to necessary additions to pro- 
jects now under way and will not exceed 
In its total $8,000,000. If this plan is 
adhered to there will be very little chance 
of an Atlanta bil! carrying a million 
and a quarter for a new building. 

Colone] Livingston hopes, however, to 
find so strong sentiment among mem- 
bers in favor of heavier appropriations 
that a number of new projects may be 
put through when the committee bill gets 
before the house. 

Duty on Cattle for Cuba. 

Steps will be taken by southern mem- 
bers of congress to prevent the consum- 
mation of the plan, announced from 
Havana some days ago, by which ft is 
proposed to raise the duty on cattle im- 
ported into Cuba from the present rate 
The latter 
rate would apply on practically all the 
animals sent there from this dountry, and 
particuiarly to those shipped from the 
southern states. A very. large propor- 
tion of the total exports of cattle from 
the United States to Cuba goes from 
southern Georgia, Florida and Texas. It 
is claimed that the rate of $9.36 would 
be prohibitive and while it is argued 
that soon Cuba will be in a position to 
export cattle rather than import them, 
there is every reason to believe that she 
will require large shipments from this 


country before this condition of affairs 
can be brought about.

The officer is a native of Georgia, a 
graduate of the Atlanta High school, and 
was for a time an enlisted man of troop 
I, Twelfth cavalry, having been commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant of the Tenth 
infantry, in October, . 1903. 


Lieutena Paul McDonald, whose ar- 
rest in Washington on serious charges 
occurred this week, is a weil known At- 
lanta boy, the youngest son of the late 
Rev. Dr. McDonald, for a long number 
of years pastor of the Second Baptist 
church of Atlanta. 

Paul McDonald always bore an ex- 
célient reputation and the announcement 
of his arrest will be received here with 
the keenest surprise. : 

Lieutenant McDonald came up from the 
ranks and stood one of the finest ex- 
aminations for his commission ever 
passed on in the army. He was ssta-

Mrs. Young has sued out a _ writ of 
habeas -corpus, upon which a _ hear- 
ing will be had by Judge Reid at 
9:30 o’clock this morning. According to 
her petition, she asserts her actions in 
seeking her adopted daughter will be 
vindicated by witnesses, among them Po- 
lice Captain Z. B. Moon. 

The habeas corpus proceedings will 
probably be abandoned as there is no 
longer any reason why she should be re- 
strained. 

Earlier in the day Miss Young con- 
sented to. be interviewed and she told 
her story as follows: 

Miss Young’s Story.

Councilman Peters and Alderman Har- 
well made a report upon the West End 
crossings of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern railroad in West End. Coun- 
cilman Peters said that Councilman Car- 
ter, the other member of the committee, 
agreed to the report. The committee 
recommended that the railroad be allowed 
to close Lawton street and Beecher street 
in West End and Atwood street, which 
is just outside the city Mmits. The re- 
port included the application of the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern for the 
crossings. 

Mayor Pro Tem, Longino called Alder- 
man Hanwell to the chair and spoke 
from the floor in opposition to the report, 
because Beecher street was to be closed. 

J. J. Spalding was given permission to 
speak. He said the road would be will- 
ing to bridge Beecher street. W. M. Mid- 
dlebrooks said he would agree to the 
bridge, although it did not satisfy him. 

Mayor Pro Tem, Longino again spoke. 
He opposed the grage crossings amd said 
that the plams of the Atlamta, Knoxville 
and Northern would stop the expansion 
of West End on its south and west sides. 

Councilman Peters presented an amend- 
ment providing that a ‘ridge 30 feet 
wide, with a walk for pedestrians be 
constructed and maintaimed by the ralil- 
road. 

The amendment was adopted and then, 
as amended, the report was adopted.

To two paragraphs in the més- 
gage he has directed particular atten- 
tion, In a talk with Representative 
Graff, of Illinois, he indicated these 
points of the message: 

Above all else we must strive to 
keep the highways of.commerce open 
to all on equal terms; and to do this 


it ig necessary to put a complete 


top to all rebates. 

I do believe that, as a fair secu- 
shippers, the commission 
should “e “vested with the power, 
where a given rate has been chal- 
lengéa and aftr full hearing, found 
to be unreasonable, to decide, sub- 
ject to juticiai review, what shall 
be a reasonable rate to take its 
place; the rui:ng of the commission 
to take effect immediately and to 
obtain until it is reversed by the 
court of review. 

Until !897 the interstate commerce 
commission exercised the power to regu- 
late railroad freight rates, but the su- 
preme court then decided that under 
the law the commission had no such au- 
thority. Western members of. congress, 
especially, have urged on behalf of their 
constituents, that the power recom- 
mended by the president be conferred 
by law on the commission. They have 
told the president that no question is of 
greater importance to the people than 
this, and that they really are more inter- 
ested in it than they are in ..¢ pro- 
posed revision of the tariff. The presi- 
dent is in entire agreement with this 
view and proposes to exert his influence 
to bring about consideration of the sub- 
ject at the present session.

States Mr. Wallace made two informal 
talks, in the course of which he discuss- 
e4 in an offhand way some features of 
the canal problem. One of these was 
at the Press Club in Chicago, when he 
was invMed to dine with a number wf 
the leading newspapers publishers and 
editors, and wes asked to talk about the 
great project on the understanding that 
he was net to be quoted. In this talk 
he spoke of the investigation being made 
into the feasibility of diverting the 


Chagres away from the canal zone, and) 


incidentally he gave certain engineering 
parties credit for excellence of their work. 
Wheat he said was either misunderstood 
by some of his hearers or was distorted 
by others who heard his address, for an 
entirely erroneous idea was given in a 
press dispatch widely published at the 
time. The same unfortunate experience 
followed a talk he made to the manu- 
facturers’ association at Chicago. 


For Which Credit Was Given. 

The engineering party to which Mr. 
Wallace made reference was that under 
Engineer Ehle. That party had been en- 
gaged for some months in investigating 
the upper Chagres, and when their pack 
hearers deserted them, instead of giving 
their work up fhey packed their kits on) 
their own backs and kept at it. Tt was | 
for this display of good American pluck 
that Mr. Wallace gave praise to Mr. Ehle 
and his crew of young college men—not 
for having made any novel discovery or 
any discovery at all that has as yet 
reached a stage warranting its being pro- 
nounced important. 


And as for the alleged prédiction of a 
canal in five years—-Mr. Wallace has not 


as yet made any prediction to anybody 
and for the very good reason that he has 
not sufficient data upon which to base 
a prediction even to himself. 

Obviously he would not attempt a pre- 
diction of probable cost or probable time 
limit before it has been settled what sort 
of @ @anal will be built. And even a lay- 
man can understand that no great engi- 
meer like this man—for he certainly is a 
great man—would think of making predic- 
tions when he has had no means of 
knowing either the amount of work ex- 
pected of him or the character of labor he 
will have. 

The Chagres a Great Problem. 

The first time I saw the Chagres river 
1 was filled with a fine contempt for 
those who, in congress and out of it, 
had talked much of the seriousness of 
the Chagres problem. Where I had ex- 
pected to see an Amazon, I saw 3 muddy 
and apparently sluggish river of no great 
size, and the thought came to me that 
all this talk must have been for effect. 
The next day I rode by the same spot 
and found that during the night the 
'Chagres had risen a modest I2 feet and 
more, and was @ raging torrent. Then 
I began to understand.

What Mr. Ehle and his corps of 
engineers have done is to seqire valuable 
data on the same lines as these French 
engineers—data which when complete 
will enable Chief Engineer Wallace to 
make a recommendation one Way or an- 
other. 


Sea Level Project Abandoned. 

The study American experts have given 
to the French surveys hes shown that 
there is much of value In the records the 
French engineers left behind . them, - but 
it has also shown that in many instances 
‘the Frenchmen preferred sitting in offices 
and drawing upon their imagination for 
their reports rather than in spending any 
very great amount of ftime out in the 
Jungle or upon the uninhabited moun- 
tains. It is confidently. expected that the 
data of Mr. Ehle’s corps will be far 
more valuable. than anything left behind 
by the old company. But this {ncom- 


| pleteness is doubtless in some degree due 


to the early abandonment by the French 
company of the sea level project. 
When they determined to construct a 
High summit level canal, - there was no 
more consideration of diversion of the 
Chagres. The summit leve] project upon 
Which they worked, and which they 
have bequeathed to us, calls for the utill- 
zation of the Chagres and not its aban- 
donment to the tender mercies of one sea 
Or the other. Any summit leve! canal 
constructed across the isthmus must de- 
pend upon the Chagres for its water 
supply; hence all the talent of the French 
engineers was turned toward the prob- 
lem of making the river furnish the nec- 
esssary water and at the same time 
Placing it under such control as .would 
prevent the washing away of the canal’s 
banks by its often raging torrents. 


The Same Problems Face Us. 

The American engineers have found a 
good deal in the French surveys likely 
to prove of value to them. They’ will, of 
course, verify everything which seems 
good and throw away all that seems bad. 
They are now studying the Chagres in 
all of its manifold phases. The parties 
working on the upper Chagres were sent 
out by the commission before Mr. Wal- 
lace was appointed chief engineer; he 
himself called my attention to this fact 
to show the groundlessness of certain 
statements, appearing in American pa- 
pers, which gave him eredit\for important 
discoveries in that direction. Other par- 
ties are studying the possibility of di- 
version to a new route into the Uartb- 
bean; still others the problem of control. 

As yet, as I have stated, there is not 
in hand sufficient data to furnish the 
chief engineers with the necessary basis 
for any recommendation to the commis- 
sion. In other words, Mr. Walluce does

Congress May Express Opinion. | 

Even if no such request comes from | 
the commission or the president, congress | 
may go ahead and express its opinion in 
some way. 

All of the members of the congressional 
party are impressed with the far greater 
desirability of the sea level project if it 
can be put throuogh* at anything like 
reasonable cost. There can, of course, 
be rio question about this.

in the financial world. 

Ail that the cotton farmer needs is 
a financial champion. 

The south is no jonger a war-wasted 
pauper. It has fairly got upon its 
financial feet again, as the periodical 
statements of its many strong banks 
and its clearing house reports attest. 
The banks of the south are able to 
move the southern cotton crop. This 
fortunate financial condition, the re 
sult of manifold developing resources, 
naturally prompts the inquiry whether 
the south’s own financiers, whose 
business success is so inseparably 
bound up in the prosperity of the cot- 
ton grower, are not now able to pro- 
tect the agricultural bone and sinew 
of this section against the eternal 
hammering down of the cotton market 
by outside financial influences—infiu- 
ences more European than American, 
even. 

The local banking institutions of 
the south, to a limited extent, pro- 
tect the individual cotton planter from 
the last extremity of vassalage to Liv- 
erpool. 

Are they not strong enough, and 
cannot a safe way be devised, for the 
bankers of the cotton belt to stand 
behind the cotton growers collectively 
and do in a large way for them what 
Sully and Brown did in a minor way 
during a short crop year? 

We do not refer to anything spec- 
alative, but to protection solely. 

To our thinking, a precedent, and 
not such a small precedent, either, is 
afforded by the experience of W. S. 
Witham, the well-known president of 
forty-eight banks in Georgia towns 
largely dependent upon cotton for 
their material prosperity. In Octo- 
ber of last year, when it was known 
that cotton was short enough to, in all 
human probability, steadily advance to 
its legitimate value, Mr. Witham de- 
termined to enable the farmers of the 
communities supporting his many 
banks to hold their staple for the in- 
evitable rise. Forced by their indi- 
vidual necessities and pecuniary @b- 
ligations they were rushing their cot- 
ton to a 9$1-8-cent market. Mr. With- 
am called a halt. His banks loaned 
them money on their unsold cotton. 
The market crept slowly but surely 
upward. He scattered $200,000 among 
his forty-eight banks for the benefit 
of the cotton farmers. In this manner 
32,000 bales were protected from sac- 
rifice. Cotton went to-12, 14 and even 
15 cents later in the season. Most of 
It was sold at prices bringing the 


| producers $15 on the bale more than 


they would have received had they 


‘been forced to sell early in the sea- 


of a half million dollars to the farm- 
ers of less than half a hundred Geor- 


gia communities, the Witham rang, 1 


doubled, -and, in some instances,/ 
trebled, their deposits, and the towns 
in which’ the banks are located were 
proportionally - benefited in their: 
trade and materia] advancement. 

The present season Mr. Witham 
did the same thing, only this time he 
had his farmer borrowers unload ear- 
ly, foreseeing the slump that materi- 
alized upon the announcement of the 
department of agriculture’s bearish 
statistics. The cotton growers his 
banks protected financially were able 
to realize 101.2 cents this season, in 
the majority of instances, and from 
present appearances they were let | 
out luckily. 

Could not all the banks of the 
south, in a strong scentral organiza- 
tion, stand behind all the cotton rals- 
ers of the south on somewhat the 
same basis of protection? 

Cotton is gold, as much so today 
as when the Confederate States of 
America used it as a medium of ex- 
change in purchasing their war sup- 
plies in Europe, and the handling of 
this great asset would be attended 
with comparatively no risk, eliminat- 
ing the really speculative features. 

The warehousing of this security 
cotton would not present a material 
obstacle, considering the advancement 
made in warehousing facilities of late 
years, and the following of the central 
warehouse system would result in a 
saving in insurance of some 600 per 
cent over the small local storage 
method. 

This method, worked out on a strict 
business and safe financial basis, 
would simply redeem and reclaim the 
south, giving the cotton farmers the 
highest obtainable price for theiz 
staple without subjecting them to the 
fleecing process of a one-sided capi- 
talistic cabal. Cotton would bring its 
logical, normal price; the banks 
would vastly increase their deposits; 
business and the internal develop- 
ment of the south would increase by 
leaps and bounds; the south would be-. 
come a creditor instead of a debtor 
section of the union; there would be 
an end of tribute to Wall street as the 
financial agent of Liverpool; stability 
of cotton values would be firmly es- 
tablished, enabling the domestic tex- 
tile manufacturers to conduct their in- 
dustry with greater safety and surer | 
profit, and everybody but the ers- 
while bears would be happy and pros- 
perous, They would find their. occu- 
pation gone. 

Is this chimerical? The Constitu- 
tions thinks not. Something of the 
kind has to be done if the south is to: 
realize the full advantage of its nat- 
ural monopoly of the world’s raw cot- 
ton supply. A 12,000,000 bale cotton 
crop is this year worth 10 cents as a 
logical, rational minimum, if there is 
logic and rationality in the law of 
supply and demand. In our opinion, 
all that is needed to enable the 
farmer to sell his cotton for 10 cents 
today is financial organization that 
will put the ’change shoe on the other 
foot. And it would seem that the 
money must, by some organized meth- 
od, come through southern banks for 
the protection and advantage of their 
customers. | | 


The Valife of Publicity. 

There can be no question that much 
of the evil practice of heavy campaign 
contributions by persons and corpora- 
tions having direct interest in legis- 
lation might be eliminated through 
some practical method of giving pub- 
licity to the financial end of the cam- 
paign management of the great polit- 
ical parties, but it is very doubtful 
whether congress can by legislation 
reach the evil. 

The bill of Mr. Cockran, of New 
York, calling for formal notification 
of every contribution of over $50 be- 
ing filed with the clerk of the federal 
court in which the person or firm or 
corporation making the contribution 
resides, looks simple enough on its 
face, but it is difficult to see how 
congress has constitutional power to 
enact such legislation. 

‘There are no national elections, in 
the strict sense, in this country, and 
the campaign committees are in no 
sense’Oofficial bodies; the members of 
the committees are citizens . serving 
in an entirely private capacity, not 
as federal officials. The Washington 
Post sums up the election situation 
in this way: 


The choosing of presidential electors 
is called a national election because the 
officials thus chosen in the several states 
are empowered to vote for two national 
officials. But until the results of their 
voting at the capitals of their respec- 
tive states are forwarded to the nationai 
capital, the entire course of procedure 
is state work. The national hand takes 
hola of it where the hands of the indi- 
vidual states leave it. All persons who 
vote for presidential electors are state 
voters, and many of them are not even 
citizens of the United States. This 
tepublic has not a single voter. And, 
as a plain matter of fact, there is no 
such event as a national election, unlegs 
that term may be applied to the counf- 
ing and declaration of the vote by the 
two houses of congress in joint conven- 
tion assembled. 


By the same token, it follows that 
the national committees are calle 
such only because their membership 
includes representatives from all the 
states. The Post concludes that “com. 
gress has not and cannot have any 
authority over the campaign commit; 
tees of the various parties,” and

The logic of the Liebermann von 
Sonnenberg scare is somewhat weak- 
ened by reference to recent arguments 
of eminent Poles who hold that Po- 
land must. be revived into nationality 
in order to savé Europe from the en- 
croachments of the “‘Yellow Peril” as 
represented by Russia. These gentle- 
men make bold to claim that Russia is 
Asiatic, not European; and they bring 
forward a most interesting array of 
testimony in support of their claims. 

But of course Liebermann von Son- 


nenberg will hearken to none of this.

If I had no use 
for money “but to lay It asite I would 
always sell at 9 or 10 cents. If we 
could get from 8 to [0 cents for our cot- 
tan for five or ten years many of these 
country boys that run to town to hunt 
up jobs would stay at home and make 
money and become self-sustaining and 
country-loving men instead of learning 
to play pool and billiards and getting into 
the many evils connected with town life.

ANDREW JOHNSON’S HOME 


REMOVED IO CITY PARK 


ALPIGH. N. C., December 9.—(Spe- 
RR eisiy—toaay the work of removing 
from this city to the public park, a 
mile west of ‘here, of the quajmt old 
house in which President Andrew John- 
son was born was begun, under the direc- 
tion of the Colonia} Dames and the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 
The house was built in 1798, and then 
stood quite near where the capitol now 
is, being an out-house in the rear of the 
then leading hotel. 

In an upper room, of a very low pitch, 
and of the humbliest character, Andrew 
was born. His name was given him by 
a bride, the daughter of the owner of 
the property, who, returning late at 
night from her wedding ball, was told 
ebout the birth of a little child to Polly 
Johnson, who was the “‘weaver’ of the 
family. Dressed in ‘her bal] costume, the 


pride ran out to the quaint little house, 
went upstairs, saw the baby and at the 
mother’s gequest named him. 

The house was purchased by the Colo- 
nial Dames and Daughters of the Amer- 
lican Revolution last summer for a 
nominal sum, and arrangements were 
completed this week for its removal. It 
will be made a presidential museum. It 
stands within a few yards of both the 
Seaboard: Air Line and the Southern 
railways, so fhat all passengers can 
easily see it. The building is 16 by [9 
feet In size, with three rooms and the 
old-fashioned hip roof, with tiny dormer 
windows, and has for three-quarters of 
a century been one of the sights of 
Raleigh, having been visited by thou- 
sands of tourists from all parts of the 
United States. 

The building will be fitted up with 
antique furniture, and will contain por- 
traits of alj the presidents and some 
relic of each of them.

He de-* 
clared that his cotton was worth as 
much per pound as it was a month ago, 
and asserted that he'd keep it forever 
before he would sell at the prevailing 
prices. Once his teams were starteed he 
went to the stores to which he was in- 
debted and secured his accounts. Then 
he went to a bank and came out with a 
roll of borrowed money as big as my 
wrist. That roll he scattered among 
the merchants to whom he was indebted, 
and when he was through paying off he 
bought himself a drink, mounted his 
Tiorse and started in pursuit of his cot- 
‘ton wagons, wearing a pleasanter smile 
than the one he wore when he drove 
into town that morning.

Believed Thaf Reductions in Certain

day regarding the reductions in inter- 
state freight rates offered to the city of 
Atlanta by the railroads. 

While they feel glad to gee Atlanta 
make a good beginning towand getting 
what she so much destres in this respect, 
the question {s one which is not now be- 
fore the wommission, having been sub- 
mitted to ambitration between a commit- 
tee of citizens and the representatives of 
the railroads, 4 

In fact, the railroad commission has 
other irons in the fire. It ‘was given to 
understand by Judge Ed Baxter that 
the matter 
would be looked imto wy the railroads 
with a view to revision, and that an ef- 


fort would be made to bring about such | 
a revision as would satisfy the railroad | 


commission. 


There is no reason to believe that the | 
reduction of certain interstate rates to | 


and from Athanta will satisfy the rail- 
road commission. 
as a fact that it. will not. The commis- 
sion was dealing with rates within the 
state when the litigation was stopped as 
the result of a promise to have the mat- 
ter considered with a view to revision. 
The railroad commission has no idea 
as to when it will hear from the rail- 
roads with regard to what they propose 
to do. The matter is one which ‘will re- 
quire some time for.consideration, and it 
will probably be two or three weeks be- 
fore any communication is received. It 
will probably take the shape of a letter 
from'Judge Ed Baxter as counsel for the 
railroads to Attorney General John C. 
Hart, who represented the commission. 
Members of the commission state that 
their interest lies in ‘bringing about 
changes In rates which will be beneficial 
to the entire state, amd they assert that 
as the result of manipulation of the 
standard tariff promulgated by the com- 
mission there now exist numerous dis- 
criminations in local rates. It Is these 
disariminations, wherever they are un- 
just, that the commission wants removed. 
The commission bases its hope on the 
statement of Judge Baxter: to the effect’ 
that he would advise his clients to en- 
deavor to make a readjustment or the 
present rates that would be ‘satisfactory 
to the commission.”’ This, it is regard- 
ed, can Only mean a readjustment of in- 
tra-state rates, for it is that with which 
the commission is mos: concerned. 

‘It is considered that these are reasons 
why the subject of intra-state rates; was 


not touched in the conference with the 


Atlanta committee. In no other way ex- 
cept by conference could the matter of 
interstate rates be arranged, but the sub- 
ject of imtra-state rates is peculiarly 
within the province of the commission.
